STATE LOTTERIES - SCHEME FOR THE CONDUCT OF - SANCTIONED 


FINANCE DEPARTMENT 
G. O. (P ) 365 /67/Fia . Dated , Trivandrum , 14th August 1967 . 


ORDER 
The question of conducting lotteries under the auspices of the Govern 
menthas been considered by the Government. A detailed scheme for the 
conduct of State Lotteries has been got prepared by the Director of 
Treasuries . Government have examined the Scheme and are pleased to 
issue the following Orders : 

(i). Lotteries will be conducted directly by the State Government on 
a regular basis on the lines indicated in Annexure I to this order . The 
scheme outlined in that Annexure is hereby approved . 

(ii) The proceeds of the lotteries will be earmarked for specific 
purposes. The netreceipts from the first lottery will be utilised for health 
schemes, while those from the second lottery will be carmarked for schemes 
relating to education . The proceeds from the succeeding letteries will also 
be similarly earmarked . 

(iii ) The Finance Department will be the Central agency for the 
working of the Scheme. 

(iv ) The Director of Treasuries will be in charge of the Scheme and 
he will be designated as Director of State Lotteries for this purposes . 

(v) For the working of the Scheme, a small organisation is necessary 
both at the Headquarters and in the Districts. The Staff for this organisa 
tion detailed in Annexure II to this Order is hereby sanctioned . The term 
of the staff will be fixed till the end of February, 1968 in the first instance. 

For scasonal increase of work during the week immediately preceding 
a draw , clerks from other Departments will be drafted , if found necessary on 
payment of suitable allowance . 
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The District Officers will preferably be selected from among Tahsildars 
who have intimate knowledge of their Districts. 

(vi) A station wagon is necessary for the distribution of tickets and 
for propaganda work , Sanction is accorded for the purchase of a station 
wagon . 

(vii) Steps will be taken to open a new minor head with the nomen 
clature Kerala State Lotterics Fund " under " S. Unfunded Debt IV other 
Accounts” with the approval of the Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India , to book the transactions relating to the Lotteries. 

(viii ) The administrative expenses on the Scheme will be initially 
booked under " 19 C (a ) (iv ) G. Conduct of Lotteries by State" under which 
there is a token provision in the final budget for 1967-68 . Detailed heads 
willbe opened and necessary , funds provided thereunder on receipt of 
estimates frora the Director of State Lotteries sh ving the amounts required 
for the rest of the current anancial year. 

(ix ) The Director of Treasuries will take immediate steps to imple 
ment the scheme. He will frame detailed rules and prescribe necessary 
registers for the purpose. He will also forward the programme for the first 
two draws as early as possible . 

(x ) Permission to conduct Lotteries will not be granted in future to 
any private organisation cr individual. In the case of lotteries for which 
sanction has already been given , further extension of time allowed for the 
draws will not be given . 

(xi) Wide publicity will be given to the scheme. The Press, the 
Radio , the Cinema and all available means of propaganda will be pressed 
into service in the initial stages. Suitable advertisements will be given in 
the leading newspapers. Folders and hand outs explaining the scheme will 
be issued to the public. Suitable slides will be arranged to be displayed in 
cinema theaters at the interval time during the shows. Special sale booths 
will be opend at all the major exhibitions both inside and outside the State . 
During all important fairs and festivals in the State special parties will be 
detailed to conduct propaganda and sale of tickets .

ANNEXURE I 


Scheme for the conduct of State Lotteries 


Tickets . 

1. The value of a ticket for the lottery will be Rs. 10 and each ticket will 
be divided into 10 fractions of Re. 1 each . All the ton fractions of a number 
will be issued in the form of a single book on the model of a cheque book. 
Ticket books will be printed under alphabetical Series A , B , C , D etc. 
Each alphabetical series will contain Nos. 1000 to 9999. There will be a 
ticket book for each number of each series. The fractions of a ticket will be 
indicated by Capital Roman numericals. Thus, the fifth fraction of 
ticket No. 5555 in F series will be numbered as " F - 5555 - V ” . 
Distribution af tickets : 
2. Tickets will be distributed through authorised Agents. 

The 
minimum initial deposit to be made by an Agent will be Rs. 100. Tickets 
will be issued to him against the security deposit. It will be open to the 
Agent to make higher initial deposits of any amount, in which case tickets for 
the higher amount will be sent to him at a time. After the value of the 
tickets is remitted, further batch of tickets will be issued . Tickets will notbe 
issued on credit basis . 

3. All Last Grade Employces of the State Government will be permit 
ted to take up agency of the State Lotteries without detriment to their official 
work . 

4. Panchayats, Municipalities and other institutions will be allowed to 
take up agency for the sale of tickets on the same conditions as for private 
individuals. 

5. Sale booths directly run by the State Government will be opened 
at all district headquarters to start with . They will be opened at other 
important centres both inside and outside the State in due course. 

6. Arrangements will be made for the sale of tickets on agency basis at 
the Kerala House , New Delhi, at the State Government s Handicrafts 
Emporia at Madras and at Coimbatore and also through reputed shops and 
business houses in almost all important cities , outside the State . 

7. Tickets will be supplied to all authorised Agents and Sale booths 
well before the day fixed for the commencement of the sale of tickets. The 
sale of tickets will commence on the same day throughout country. At the 
time of selling tlic tickets the Agent/Salesman will record his signature (at the 
specified place in the ticket. It will be the responsibilities of every purchaser 
to keep his ticket in safe custody. 

8. Before the closing date of the draw , the Agents and the Government 
salesman should return the unsold tickets together with the counterfoils of the 
sold tickets. The unsold tickets will be destroyed immediately after each 
draw in the presence of the Judges. Separate sets of tickets will be issued 
for each draw . 
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Commission to agents : 

9. A commission of 20 % of the value of the tickets sold will be paid to 
the Agents who will have to bear postage and other incidental expenses , 
themselves, from out of this commission . The Agents will be allowed to 
deduct this commission , while remitting the value of the tickets sold by 
them , 

10. A special commission of 1 % will be allowed in cases where 
collections made by an Agent for a draw exceed Rs. 1,000 . This commission 
will be determined after the close of each draw and paid to the Agents. 
Prizes : 

11. The number and value of prizes in an ordinary draw will be as 
follows :

There will thus be 53 prizes in all. There will be only one prize on a 
ticket and if a ticket is purchased by more than one person , the prize money 
will be divided among them in proportion to the fractions held by them . 
In the case of special (bumper) draws, the value of the prizes will be suitably 
enhanced , for which specific orders ofGovernment will be taken . 
Conduct of draws: 

12. The draws will be held at Trivandrum in the presence of five 
Judges, selected from among retired High Court Judges and other promi 
līent officials and non -officials. A fresh selection of Judges will be made for 
each draw , if found necessary . 

13. For the conduct of draws the system followed by the Govern 
mentof India for the drawal of prizes on the prize bonds will be followed 
with suitable modifications . Small rotatable barrels fixed on iron - stand 
will be used . There will be as many barrels as there are digits and letters 
in the number of tickets . In each barrel small discs inscribing 
numbers 1 to 9 and 0 will be put. Discs inscribing letters A , B , 
C , D , etc. will be put in another barrel. The Judges will satisfy themselves 
that all the discs are put in the barrels before the draw begins. The barrels 
will then be rotated , and after some time on the direction of the Judge the 
rotation will be stopped . Each barrel will then be opened and one disc 
taken out. The Judge will read out the number. From these numbers , the 
prize winning number is reconstructed . If the number drawn out is that 
of an unsold ticket the process will be repeated till the number of a sold 
ticket is drawn . 
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Award of prizes: 

14. As soon as a draw is over, the prize list will be finalised and 
notified in the news papers and through the radio . The prize winners 
residing within the State will be required to send a receipt in the prescribed 
form and forward it to the Head Office along with the prize winning tickets, 
After necessary scrutiny, this receipt will be passed for payment in the 
nearest treasury and returned to the party under intimation to the treasury. 
Prizes outside the State will be disbursed by Bank Drafts after getting receipts 
and the prize winning tickets from the parties. 


Prizes to Agents : 

15. After each draw a list of agents who have sold tickets for 
Rs. 5,000 and above will be drawn up and three special prizes of Rs. 500, 
Rs. 250 and Rs. 150 respectively will be awarded to the three agents who 


top the list. 


Printing of tickets : 

16. The tickets will be printed in the Government Press, Trivandrum 
necessary security arrangements being made there for this 

purpose. 
The cost of paper and printing charges will be reimbursed to the Printing 
Department. As a check against unauthorised printing and sale of tickets , 
the facsimile signature of the Finance Secretary will be imprinted on the 
tickets. There will also be a column in the ticket for recording the signature 
of the authorised Agent or Salesman at the time of the sale of the tickets. 
The details of the prizes, date of draw and other relevant particulars will be 
printed on the reverse of the ticket. There should also be a counterfoil to 
the tickets which should be returned by the Agents or Salesmen to the Head 
Office. 


Audit: 

17. The accounts in respect of each draw will be audited by the Local 
Fund Audit Department. The cost of the (audit staff will be reimbursed to 
that Department. 


Accounting arrangements : 

18. The transactions in respect of the Lottery will be exhibited under a 
separate fund account to be opened under " S. Unfunded Debt" . The 
receipts on account of the sale of tickets less ordinary commission allowed to 
the Agents will be credited to this head . The prize money disbursed will be 
directly debited to this head. The administrative expenses in connection 
with the scheme will be initially exhibited in the Revenue Account within 
the Consolidated Fund and finally transfer -debited to the Kerala State 
Lotteries Fund.

( 1) in sub -rule (1) of rule 122 , after item 17, the following item sh al 
be inserted , namely : 

“ 18. Handling and manipulation of corrosive substances" . 

( 2) after schedule XVII, the following Schedule shall be inserted , 
namely : 


Schedule XVII 


HANDLING AND MANIPULATION OF CORROSIVE SUBSTANCES . 
1. Definition . For the purpose of this Schedule 
(a ) corrosive operation means an operation of manufacturing, 

storing , handling, processing, packing, or using any corrosive 

substance in a factory : 
.(b ) corrosive substance includes sulphuric acid, Nitric acid, 

hydrochloric acid , hydrofluoric acid , Carbolic acid , 
phosphoric acid , liquid chlorine, liquid bromine, ammonia , 
sodium hydroxide and potassium hydroxide and a mixture 
thereof, and any other substance which the State Govern 
ment may , by notification in the OfficialGazette, specify to 

be a corrosive substance. 
2. Flooring .- The floor of every workroom of a factory in which corro 
sive operation is carried on shall be made of impervious, corrosion and fire

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resistantmaterial and shall be so constructed as to prevent collection of any 
corrosive substance . The surface of such flooring shall be smooth , and 
cleaned as often as necessary and maintained in a souni condition . 

3. Protective Equipment.- (a ) The occupier shall provide for the use of 
all persons employed in any corrosive operation suitable protective wear for 
hands and feet, suitable aprons, face shields , chemical safety goggles, and 
respirators. The equipments shall be maintained in good order and shall be 
kept in clean and hygienic condition by suitably treating to get rid of the ill 
effects of any absorbed chemicals and by disinfecting. The occupier shall 
also provide suitable protective creams and other preparations wherever 
necessary . 

(b ) The protective equipment and preparations provided shall be 
used by the persons employed in any corrosive operation . 

4. Water facilities. - Where any corrosive operation is carried on , there 
shall be provided as close to the place of such operation as possible, a source 
of clean water at a height of 210 cms. (7ft.) from a pipe of 1.25 cm ( in .) 
diameter and fitted with a quick acting valve so that in case of injury to the 
worker by any corrosive substance, the injured part can be thoroughly 
flooded with water. Whenever necessary , in order to cnsure continuous 
water supply , a storage tank having a minimum length , breadth and height 
of 210 cm ., 120 cm ., and 60 cm . respectively or such dimensions as are 
approved by the Chief Inspector shall be provided as the source of clean 
water . 

5. Cautionary notice . -A cautionary notice in the following form and 
printed in the language which majority of the workers employed understand , 
shall be displayed prominently close to the place where any of the operations 
mentioned in paragraph 1 above is carried out ard where it can be easily 
and conveniently read by the workers. If any worker is illiterate , effective 
steps shall be taken to explain carefully to him the contents of the notice so 
displayed . 

CAUTIONARY NOTICE 

Danger 
Corrosive substances cause severe burns, and vapours thereof may be 
extremely hazardous. In case of contact, immediately flood the part affected 
with plenty of water for at least 15 minutes. 

Get medical attention quickly . 

6. Transport.- (a ) Corrosive substances shall not be filled , moved or 
carried except in containers and when they are to be transported, they shall 
be included in crates of sound construction and of sufficient strength . 

(b ) . A container with a capacity of (11.5 litres) (24 gallons) or more 
of a corrosive substance shall be placed in a receptacle or crate and then 
carried by more than one person at a height below the waist line unless a 
suitable rubber wheeled truck is used for the purpose. 
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Containers for corrosive substances shall be plainly labelled . 
7. Devices for handling corrosives.- (al Suitable tilting or lifting device 
shall be used for emptying jars , carboys and other containers of corrosives. 

(b ) Corrosive substance shall not be handled by bare hands but by 
means of a suitable scoop or other device . 

8. Opening of valves -Valves fitted to containers holding a corrosive 
substance shall be opened with a great care . If they do not work freely , 
they shall not be forced open . They shall beopened by a worker suitably 
trained for the purpose . 

9. Cleaning tanks, stills etc.- (a ) In cleaning out or removing residues 
from stills or other large chambers used for holding any corrosive substance , 
suitable implements made of wood or other material shall be used to prevent 
production of arseniuretted hydrogen (Arsine) . 

(b ) Whenever it is necessary for the purpose of clcaning or other 
maintenance work for any worker to enter chamber, tank, vat, pit or other 
confined space where a corrosive substance had been store 1, all possible pre 
cautions required under section 36 of the Factories Act, 1948 , shall be taken 
to ensure the workers safety . 

(c) Wherever possible, before repairs are undertaken to any part of 
equipment in which a corrosive substance was handler , such cquipment or 
part thereof shall be free of any adhering corrosive substance by adopting 
suitable methods. 

10. - Storage. — a ) Corrosive substances shall not be stored in the same 
room with other chemicals, such as turpentine. carbides, metallic powders 
and combustible materials, the accidental mixing with which may cause a 
reaction which is either violent or gives rise to toxic lumes and gases . 

(b ) Pumping or filling overhead tanks, receptacles, vats or other 
containers for storing corrosive substancess hall be so arranged that there is no 
possibility of any corrosive substance overflowing and causing injury to any 
person . 

(c) Every container having capacity of twenty litres or more and 
every pipeline , valves, and fitting used for storing or carrying corrosive sub 
stances shall be thoroughly examined every year for finding out any defects 
and defects shall be removed forthwith . A register shall be maintained of 
every such examination made and shall be produced before the Inspector 
whenever required . 

11. Fire extinguishers and fire fighting cquipments . - An adequate number 
of suitable type of fire extinguishers or other fire fighting cquipment, pending 
on the nature of chemicals stored , shall be provided . Such extinguishers or 
other equipment shall be regularly tested and refilled . Clear instructions as 
to how the extinguishers or other equipment should be used , printed in the 
language which majority of the workers employed understand, shall be 
affixed near each extinguisher or other cquipment. 


12. Exemption. If in respect of any factory on an application made by 
themanager , the Chief Inspector is satisfied that owing to the exceptional 
circumstances, or the infrequency of the process or for any other reason to be 
recorded by him in writing , all or any of the provisions of this Schedule are 
not necessary for the protection ofthe persons ernployed therein , he may by 
a certificate in writing, which he may at any time revoke, exempt the factory 
from such of the provisions and subject to such conditions as he may specify 
therein .

CURING , CANNING OR OTHER PROCESSING OF FISH : 
1. Application : -- This Schedule shall apply to all factorics or parts of 
factories in which curing, canning , or any other processing of fish including 
prawns, is carried on . 

2. House keeping:-(a ) Every part of the ways, works, machinery and 
plant and premises shall be maintained in clean and tidy condition . 

(b ) Any spillage of materials shall be cleared up without 
delay. 

3. Personal protective Equipment:-(a ) Suitablc protective clothing shall 
be provided for the use of workers : 

(i) when entering the cold storage chamber, and 
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(ii) when attending to processes which are wet and likely to 

drench the clothes worn . 
(b ) The occupier shall provide for the use of all persons employed 
in or entering the cold storage chamber, 

( 1) an adequate supply of protective equipment against low

(d ) The occupier shall provide and maintain for the use of persons 
employed suitable accommodation for keeping the clothing not worn 
during working hours , and for the drying of wet clothing . The accom 
modation so provided shall be placed under the charge of a responsible 
person . 

(e) No person shall wear a protective clothing or protective foot 
wear worn by another person . 

4. Washing facilities:-(1) The occupier shall provide and maintain 
for the use of all persons employed suitable washing facilities consisting 
of: 

(a ) a trough with a smooth impervious surface fitted with a waste 

pipe without plug and of sufficient length to allow at least 
two feet for every ten persons employed at any one time 
and having a constant supply of clean water from taps or 
jets above the trough at intervals of not more than two
